Order of Nov. 10, 1916: 

“The quarrels between Ge 
America will probably be settled in a 
Satisfactory way. The press is al- 
lowed to stress the fact that we will 
use the U-boat arm as strongly as we 
see fit. But no details of the proposals 
must be given. It is forbidden to deny 
that the American government has the 
best intentions, nor must it be ac- 
cused of partiality towards our ene- 
mies.” 

Order of May 23, 1916. 

“Our relations to America stiJl re- 
quire extreme reserve on the part of 
the press.

One of the preconditions of 
this is that the German press show no 
sign of impatience.” 


Discounted U. 8. Sighting Power. 


In February, 1917, the Germans al- 
ready began to discount the entry of 
America into the War. They began by 
a series of orders to the press minimiz- 
ing American naval and land power. 
Feb. 2 the following note was given out 
at the official press conference: 

“ America’s coming into the- war 
would mean little from the naval point 
of view. America could probably send 
only a few torpedo hoat destroyers and 
a few small, slow cruisers which could 
be used as convoys. The United States 
has built no armored ships which 
would be decisive in battle. Seventy- 
five steamers of 4,000 tons each are 
needed for the transport of an army 
corps of 30,000 men. For the trans- 
port of only 100,000 men with their 
equipment 400,000 tons are needed (two 
trips).”’

| The American seaman or the seaman on an 
American ship gets better pay and sails in better 
conditions than the foreign seaman. Congress has 
created the conditions. They are beneficial to the 
sailor but,.detrimental to the ships which must 
meet competition. 

It is not proposed to meet competition by re- 
“ducing the seaman to foreign terms but by meet- 
' {ng the foreign subsidies and giving the American 

ship a fair chance on the sea. This will restore 
the American carrier to the ports of the world. 


The subsidy asked for by the President would 
be so graduated as to encourage the operation of 
_ speedy ships. The nation, in the auxiliary naval 
service, needs speedy ships. That need has been 
magnified by the naval agreement. Unless the 
United States develops a merchant marine of great, 
fast ships which can be quickly converted for vari- 
ous war purposes its navy will not hold the posi- 

-" tion assigned it in the navy ratios. 
‘' It will be greatly surpassed by the navies which 
a receive immediate additions from their merchant 
‘fleets. Great Britain and.Japan, under naval re- 
strictions, will plan their auxiliary marines with 
greater care than ever. They will plan for speed 
and for rapid conversion. They will have ships 
which can be made into plane carriers and they 
will have the speed needed by carriers. 

Unless the United States takes care of the now 
all important ‘auxiliary marine it will be badly 
handicapped. Its lack in this service might be 
fatal. These necessary ship& cannot be built or 
kept on tW® ocean without government assistance. 
They are needed by American trade and they are 
vital to American defense, | 

The President has recommended a policy of pru- 
dence and profit, and the United States, freed from 
the necessity of building warships, can and should 
subsidize the operation of American merchant ships 
available for national defense in national emer- 
gency. He also has recommended that the mid- 
west be granted the seaway which will promote its 
welfare and give it a share in the economic bene- 
fits of an American marine. ‘ | 

Thus his recommendations cover the equities of 
the interior of the country, which is badly in need 
ef freer and cheaper transportation. The whole 
policy is one of good statesmanship.

WEALTH. 


Charles Merz in his article on Gandhi, the great 
nationalist of India, printed: in Tum by 
afrangement with the New York World, relates 
that the popular leader, although vigorous and 
vehement in trying to correct the terrible condi- 
tions of the “untouchables,” is not an enemy of 
the caste system. | 

The “ untouchables” number 30 per cent of the 
Hindus and one-fifth of the Indian population. 

They are outcasts by fact of birth. Their descend- 
ants will be outcasts. 
various rules for them. Some make them even 
20 le,” in which case it is pollution for a 
high cfte to see them. They may be required to 
‘live oytside the villages. They may bé denied 
‘public water. They may not approach within 
sixty-four feet of the higher castes. 

Gandhi says that this “corroding vice of un- 
touchability ” proves to him that “we are not yet 
fit for self-rulé,” but hé does not want to destroy 
the caste system. He wants to bring the untouch- 
ables-out of their degradation, but he believes that 
society gets its stability by classification and strati- 
fication, and for this purpose the caste system of 
India is better than the class system of the west. 

By right of birth a man in India occupies such 
or such a position. His children occupy it after 
him. Society is organized permanently. It is an 
adjustment and he says that as adjustments go, “ it 
ia the best possible one of social stability and prog- 
ress.” It puts a democracy out of the question, 
but Gandhi is not trying to set up a democracy. 

Nearly every society of Europe has a touch of 
caste. The English class system identifies and 
describes great masses of citizens who definitely 
accept themselves as identified. and described. 

' Americans in general would not know what an 
upper middie class person was. They have some 
ideas of lower classes, imagining that they have 
something to do with thé United Charities. They 
know the term “aristocrat,” but they could rot 
name an American aristocrat. They might think

maintain grand opera here will be spent, not 
wasted. Most guarantors would rather feel that 
their $1,000 is going to pay the salary of an artist 
on the stage than to pay the salary of an artist 
in the wings. Mr, Insull gives this assurance, 
and supports it with good reason. 

“We'll have no trouble ‘obtaining first class 
talent,” he says. “There is no place else for 
the singers to go. If they want to stay at home 
and receive stage money they may do so, but 
they'll have to come here to get real money.” 
That is true. New York cannot use or pay them 
all. Italy, France, Germany, and Russia might 
use them, but cannot pay them the equivalent of 
even a moderate American salary. The old stars 
should listen to reason in Chicago, which has done 
much to give them the opportunity to become 
great. If they do not, new stars will rise. to shine 
in their places. 

But such assurance of careful business manage- 
ment in the Chicago opera company is an added 
argument in favor of the $1,000 guarantee plan. 
The very fact that no money is to be wasted 
makes the appeal for guarantors stronger. The 
validity of an appeal for $500,000 without waste 
is more evident than the validity of an appeal 
for $1,000,000 could be with waste. The opera is 
an asset to the city, both culturally and in a busi- 
ness way. It brings visitors who spend money 
and who spread the fame of the city. Directly and 
indirectly it carries a new interest in artistic 
things into the homes of many people. 

It is worth paying for, Three hundred and 
thirty-eight persons have pledged their belief in 
it to the amount of $1,000 each. One hundred and 
sixty-two more are needed. The satisfaction of 
knowing that their money will not be thrown 
away should bring them in promptly to the sup- 
port of such a cause. 


AID FOR SCHOOLS. 


Prof. Alexander Inglis of Harvard told the Na- 
tional Education association that the bill in con- 
gress to subsidize education was dangerous, un- 
sound, and vicious. “The inherent defect in out- 
side aid,” ‘he said, “is that it saps the vigor of 
local responsibility. ‘Paternalism in any form gen- 
erates a sense of dependence.” 

It is possible to sympathize thoroughly with 
that generalization and still wonder if it does not 
heed an occasional exception in just such a na- 


tional interest as education. We dislike the growth 


of bureaucracy and the tendency manifest to take 
all manner of affairs’out of the control of various 


ington. We dislike the elimination of individual 
and community responsibility and the substitution 
of centrally directed machinery which makes @e® 
cisions for people, which performs their duties, and 
which tries to direct life for them. ) 
Prof. Inglis .ovets these objections in his state- 
ment. We admit that it would be a bad thing if 
the people of such a community as Chicago could 
not be interested in the education of their children 
and could not provide proper schools. But there 
are communities which have not been brought to a 
realization of responsibility and there may be no 
local means of stimulating them. — 


It is bad for the nation to have backward spots 
which contribute to illiteracy, produce incompetent 
citizenship. If help from the central government 
weakened responsibility where it now exists the 
remedy would be worse than any defect which may 
now exist. If government stimulation, where no 
other agency is available or adequate, produced a 
sense of responsibility it might be good. 

Agriculture and mary other activities get the 
benefit of some government activities which are 
possible only to the government. Illiteracy fre- 
quently begets irresponsibility. Education ought 
to produce it and fails if it does not.

HEN we study the seasona) dis- 

tribution of sickness we find 
that something, somehow, has 
set things wrong end to. 

Fifty years it was in the summer 
and fall that ors were galloping 
over the country, sleepless, worn out, 
overworked. 

Now the doctors’ busy season is the 
late winter and early spring. The man 
at the burial permit window tells us 
that these are the months in which the 
undertaker does double work. 

Man needs help, and he needs it right 
now. 

Preventive. medicine, research medi- 
cine, clinical medicine—all these have 
done their best for the relief of man in 
hot weather. 

In consequence fatal diarrhea in adults 
has been altogether wiped out, typhoid 
fever is almost wiped out, malaria is no 
longer the cause of a heavy death rate 
in any part of the country, and the sum- 
mer diarrhea of babies has been mate- 
rially reduced. 

But neither preventive medicine, re- 
nor clinical medicine 
has done anything worth mentioning for 
the relief of man from coryzas, bronchi- 
tis, pneumonias, and pleurigies. 

Here is sométhing he can do for him- 
self: 

Let him walk to work, 
night comes let him walk home again. . 

How does that gain anything for him? 

If it does nothing else it.Aseeps him out 
of the crowded street cars, and at the 
hours when we common people go to 
work the cars are crowded and then 
some ! 

The probability is that in a crowded 
street car no nose is more than twelve 
inches from some other nose. 

It has been scientifically proved that 
with respect to one disease at least— 
cerebro-spinal meningitis—at this Season 
of the year noses must be kept three 
feet apart, or partitions must separate 
sleepers, or there is great danger of in- 
fection. 


In a crowded car noses are often only ~ 


three inches apart, and every man stead- 
ily breathes the exhaled air fresh from 
tubes of miscellaneous unassorted people. 

Did you ever think of that fact—nose 
three inches away—breathe the freshly 
thrown out breath—from a multitude of 


_miscellaneous—unassorted people. 


Read it again, please. 

But in addition to escaping the Infec- 
tion of the crowd the walker gets a free 
dose of fresh air. 

And, finally, he exercises his muscles, 
squeezes stagnant fluids out of his tis- 
sues, clears away*the waste, and stimu- 
latés his circulation.

No provision has been made 
as yet for loans to ex-service men for pur- 
chasing farms or homes.

LAWDLORD’S ADVANTAGE. 
Chicago, Feb. 26.—[To the Legal Friend 


of the People.]—Can a landlord be made 


to fix a bath that leaks and windows 
that are broken? The house rents for 
$27 a month, and new he is raising it $5 
on the month. To whom may one ap- 
peal to determine the fairness of this? 
The house has no conveniences and has 
not been repaired. He will ask still more 
money if he fixes the window ropes. He 
expects us to take a year lease. Do we 
have to pay the raise? 

The landlord is in general under no legal 
obligation to clean or repair parts of the 
premises that are under the exclusive con- 
trol of the tenant. 

Where there has been no agreement for a 
longer term either party can termifiate the 
tenancy, or the landlord can increase the rent, 
at the ‘end of any month upon sixty days’ 
notice. He is under no legal obligation to as- 
sign a reason for such action.

FOUND BY U.S.IN 


Washington, D. C.. March 4.—([Spe- 
cial.J—Untold petroleum riches await 
development in South America, if the 
predictions of United States Geologist 
David White, one of the world’s best 
known ofl experts, are realized. He be 
lHieves that the South American conti- 
nent ie richer In petroleum resources, 
in comparison with area, than any 
other continent, with the possible ex- 
ception of North America. | 
“Geologic exploration,” Dr. White 
said today, “is not far advanced in 
South America, and as yet has been 
confined to comparatively few regions. 
Geological evidence, however, shows 
the existence of high grade petroleum 
deposits in the continent, and such de 
posits seem to be very widely dissem- 
inated.” 

The petroleum resources of South 
America as calculated by Dr. White. 
are upwards of 13,000,000,000 barrels. 
This he believes to be a very conserva- 
tive figure, yet it is approximately 
twice the amount remaining in United 
States flelds.

The 
United States, likewise, has not had 
her position relatively changed by the

Just 
what championship it is can’t be set- 
tled for a while, as Mickey is growing, 
but those who have watched his work 
are convinced that he’s lining out for 
either the welter or the middleweight 
title, and perhaps both. . 
Just now Mickey is a welterweight 
and he has been coming along rather 
sensationally during the last year and 
a half, for he began boxing profession- 
ally only eighteen months ago. In 
that time Walker has won twenty- 
seven bouts, has lost a few “‘ newspaper 
decisions,” and has been knocked out 
once, by K.’O. Delmont.

MORE ABOUT BIDDING. 


‘DDING on four card suits usu- 
B ally indicates a grudge against 

your partner. There are not 

enough trumps to disarm the 
adversaries and stand a couple of ruffs 
while getting your other suit or suits 
established. 

Also, should the final bid go to the 
adversaries, your partner will be great- 
ly handicapped in his play because he 
cannot count your cards.correctly. A 
further disadvantage is that your part- 
ners cease to support your bids ~vhen 
they think you do not have what you 
advertise.

The foregoing does not mean that 
bids on four card suits never should be 
made. When the first two players 
have passed and the third player has 
reason to think a no-trump bid immi- 
nent at his left, he should bid on a four 
card suit, provided it is headed by ace, 
king, queen; ace, king, jack; ace, queen, 
jack, or king, queen, jack. ? 

Similar bids are warranted on the 
part of the dealer when his partner 
is a poor player. They are always war- 
ranted on the second or third round of 
bidding, when the bidder is able to 
deduce that his partner must have 
length in the suit named.

This is the kind of stuff a fellow wants. I don’t know, except “Tom, 
Sawyer” tnd the “ Odyssey,” that I ever liked any romance so well. 

[On “ Treasure Island.”] ANDREW LANG. 

T all started with a fanciful map and !t ended in a fame that bids fair to 
last as long as any of the glories literature has ever bestowed upon her 
children since that time Homer sat down in the agora to tell a good 
story of perilous ventures by land and sea. 

It really began as 4 lark, and from first to last there was a boy involved 
in the affair—a cheeky American boy, who, with the terrifying candor ef 
childhood, asked his Scotch stepfather to “try and write something interest- 
ing.” It was autumn in Scotland and the boy was Lioyd Osbourne. 

The stepfather, an essayist and critic and travel writer, was then 31 | 
years old. For several years he had been trying, in the face of bitter bad 
health, to “ write something interesting,” and the world is now pretty well 
agreed that he had succeeded. But he had never paid his way in the world— 
never made by his pen, or otherwise, £200 a year. Sometimes he wondered 
whether he ever would. “I was, indeed,” he confessed long after, “very close 

The Scotch essayist of 31 years and the American boy of 13 were prisoned 
to the house pretty much during that bleak September of 1881, at Braemar in 
Aberdeenshire, and the boy was amusing himself with cardboard and a 
shilling box of water colors, and his stepfathergoined in, making among other 
things—for always he had a passion for maps—a fanciful map of a fancifyl 
island that he ed Treasure Island. Henry James once said of this mah, 
and the work he did in the world—which runs to more than two dozen spa- 
cious volumes—that “the love of youth is the beginning and end of Steven- 
son's message.”-. And this man, who never grew old in spirit, said of that 
map he had made as a lark, “It took my fancy beyond expression; it con- 
tained harbors that pleased mie like sonnets.” His leaping imagination 
promptly peopled his island with daring men and desperate, and put treasure 
into it, and fanned it with hot, spicy breezes and made the surf to intone 
mightily around it by day and by night. And strange, fearsome things hap- 
pened there. 

Thus it came about that from a map drawn to while a rainy hour away, 
and from a boy’s hectoring, sprang a tale that for nigh on forty years has 
put the crimson spots into the cheeks of succeeding. decades of boys and 
made their eyes shine, and put fiber into their fancy. Like this— 

I began to be horribly frightened, but I kept my head, for all that. 
~ Young James Hawkins, in a dreadful plight surely (chapter XXIV.), said 
that. All right, let us be likefyoung Hawkins. Let us keep our heads. That 
is the moral of this tale. 
* 

But this is no boys’ book solely. 

‘T first read “ Treasure Island” when it was new and I was 14. I read it 
again—certainly for the third time—this last week. And I am more than 50 


now. But the old spell held. The door knocker could rattle and the telephone 


could jingle—and be hanged to them both. I was away. I had weighed anchor 
—thus— 
“ Now, Barbecue, tip us a stave,” cried one yoilce. ; 
-“ The old one,” cried another. ™ 
“ Ay, ay, mates,” said Long John, who was standing by with his crutch under 
his arm, and at once broke out In the air and words I knew so well: ‘ 
Fiftetn men on the dead man’s chest—— 
And then the whole crew bore chorus: 
, Yo-ho-ho, and a bottle of rum! ) 
And at the third “ ho!” drove the bars before them with a will. 
And thus I sailed, and sailed: ares 
We were heading 8S. S. W., and had a steady breeze abeam and a quiet sea. 
The Hispaniola rolled steadily, dipping her bowsprit now and then with a whiff of 
spray. All was drawing alow and aloft; every one was in the bravest spirits, be- 
cause we were now so near an end of the first part of our adventure. 


And sometimes I “began to be horribly frightened”—tho’ I kept my 
head, I hope—for hardly had I set foot on Treasure Island ere—

anger, and then another on the back of it; and then one horrid, long drawn scream. 
The rocks of the Spyglass reéchoed it a score of times; the whole troop of marsh 
birds rose again, ing heaven, with a simultaneous whirr; and long after 
that death yell was still ringing in my brain, silence had reéstablished its empire, 
and-only the rustle of the redescending birds and the boom of the distant surges 
disturbed the languor of the afternoon.

“ Hands off!" cried Silver, leaping back a yard, as“it seemed to me, with the 
speed atid security of a trained gymnast.

"Tis this yery style of “ Treasure Island” that has kept it 
glowing in the hearts of forty years of boys and boys of forty years—aye, of 
fifty, sixty, apd e’en mere, for Mr. Gladstone was 75 when, having dipped 
into the book at a friend’s house, he went toddling about London next day to 
find a copy. Nor was that critic of the London Saturday Review—most se- 
vere and aloof of journals—any chicken when he acclaimed the book as the 
best of its kind since “Robinson Crusoe.” And the late Andrew Lang was 
forty when he wrote to R,L. 8. that he hafi just spent “ several hours of un- 
mingled bliss" over it, 

Aye, there were a thousand tales as

“Back to Methuselah” Is Shaw’s 
of the Fightest”’ 


whether the Theater guild, struggling in the Garrick theater with George 

Bernard Shaw's cycle of dialogue philosophies named “Back to Me- 

.  thuselah,” is doing the thing as a labor of love or for the love of labor. 

_ It would bp a nice point to decide whether Margaret Wycherly’s voice as 

“The Voice of the Serpent,” in the cycle’s first part, is the “ strange, seduc- 

bo tively musical whisper * which Shaw demands in the 

play script, or jlst plain talking out loud. It would 

be a nice point to decide whether the guildé has cre- 
ated the play Shaw intended, or something else. 

But the nice points are pointiess as soon as it is 
ascertained that Shaw never intended a play at all 
This-can be done by buying the Shaw book for $3.25 
at a store and discovering that all the actabie drama 
in it is in the uncatalogued hundred page preface. 
The guild produced the wrong end of the book. 

A balancing of the stage values of the five dull 
“Back to Methusaleh ” plays with the fifty brilliant 
bits of dynamic prose in the preface leaves the scale 
distinttly tipped toward the latter. For instance: 
The most eventful thing Which has so far happened 
on the stage of the Garrick—where the first week of 
the play has been devoted to its first two divisions— 
has been an incident in Shaw’s apocryphal legend 
of the garden of Eden, showing us Cain about to hit | 
Father Adam with the flat of a lath whittled to rep- 
resent a sword. But, in the preface, we have a scene wherein God is about to 
hit Shaw with a thunderbolt. A reverend had been relating to Shaw some 
instances of miraculous divine wrath, and was particularly positive that 
blasphemy could call down a thunderbolt on the head of the blasphemer. Up 
got Shaw in the London parlor, blasphemed, and held his watch on God for 
five minutes, while the horrified hot gospeler hid underneath the furniture. 

Which is the more dramatic? There can be no doubt about it. A thunder- 
bolt is bigger than a lath sword. Also—you never can tell—it might actually 
fall, as the theater management; having no control over deities, could not be 
sure whether the scene would end in applause or a dead actor. 

Language Into Which Actors May Bite. 

In the preface Shaw, getting into a towering rage about the-crimes of 
vivisectionists, unburdens himsel? forthrightly: | 

“TI really do not wish to be abusive, but when I think of these poor little 
dullards, with their precarious hold of just that corner of evolution that a black 
beetle can understand— with their retinue of twopenny-halfpenny Torque- 
madas wallowing in the infamies of the vivisector’s laboratory, and solemnly 
offering us as epoch making discoveries their demonstrations that dogs get 
weaker and die if you give them no food; that intense pain makes mice sweat; 
that if you cut off a dog’s leg the three legged dog will have a four legged 
puppy, I ask myself what spell has fallen on intelligent and humane men that 
they allow themselves to be imposed on by this rabble of dolts, blackguards, 
impostors, quacks, liars, and, worst of all, credulous conscientious fools.” 

This is language an actor can bit into. Here Mr. Shaw said a mouthful. 
In all the pages of his five plays he never does better than say a pageful. 

The plays are a little bit more amusing than they are exciting. In the last 
part of the evening in the Garrick there is some clever lampooning of Lloyd 
George and Asquith, of whom two of the characters of the cast are counter- 
parts. A great deal of this amusement, by the way, comes from the actors, 
who have improved on the Shaw text by going outside of it for two cartoons 
in makeup and gesture of the Englishmen. 


N 


But here again—in matter for mirth—the preface is richer than the work. 


Against such sly and meager laughter from playgoers who are well up on the 
international gossip as may greet Shaw’s digs, In the latter, at the hen pecked 
Asquith or the vote pecked Lloyd George, I put the rib splitting spectacle, in 
the former, of Mr. Shaw learning how to ride a 
bicycle. 

To quit this process of proof by pieces and come 
to a summing up, the matter of both the preface 
and the plays is the story of the theory of evolution, 
since the days it was science to the day it became 
religion. Ané@, in the preface, Shaw tells di t- 
ically how it ‘happened, In the plays undramatically 
why. 

Clearly the production of “ Back to Methuselah ” 
in the Garrick leaves an awful opening for some 
rival enterprise—a play which can be titled “ The 
Front to Methuselah.” : 
- . Shaw calls his latest opus—and he refers to it 
oficéor twice, with senile melancholy, as a possible 
last opus—a “contribution to the modern Bible.” 
The dogma he advances is that humankind has an 
expectation of longer life. Three score and ten, he 
argues, is a baby span, and civilizations, politicians, 
artists, messiahs, and laborers die before they have 
struggled out of 6waddling clothes, Let humanity extend the life span to a

‘thousand years, and it will get astonishing results. Projects that now die be- 


cause one generation cannot complete them and the next generation cannot 
remember them, will materialize.

He’s the Apostle of Achievement. _ 

The trouble with the earth, Shaw decides, after, looking at it from the 
eminence of his talent and the remoteness of his 70 years of age, is not that 
humans can discover no waygand means but that they exert no will. 

He goes into the matter of human will at length. Its existence is proved, 
he ventures, by the biologic phenomenon of “conscious evolution.” Of this 
term, having no confidence in the reader’s powers of understanding, he gives 
a whole play and half a preface of explanation. It is evolution backed by will— 
God helping the monkey who helped himself to become a man and willing now 
to help man to become superman. It is disagreement within the camp of 
evolutionists with the Darwinian legend of automatic selective evolution. It is, 
shortly, Shaw’s “survival of the fightest” erected to combat Darwin's “ sur- 


vival of the fittest.” 


The plays are part, with H. G. Wells’ earliest and latest works and (on this 
side of the Atlantic) with Roosevelt's “ strenuous life,” of that system of living 
the overfull life which has fascinated the contemporary Anglo-Saxon. The 
world, for Shaw, Wells, Roosevelt, and all their unconscious disciples—-Edison, 
with his four hour sleeps, the above average American business man with his 
fourteen hour days—is so full of a number of things that they are all as un- 
happy as kings. 2 : 

The philosophy of achievement is to me antipathetic. I take myself as a 
standard instance. I believe I could set myself up as an anti-Shaw with an 
anti-Bible if I had any talent for preaching a gospel of nonachievement. Such 
a Bible would be founded on the premise that humans achieve too much— 
that the trouble is not that they live so short that they have no time to get 
out of troubles but that they live so long that they have time to get into them; 
that too many books are written, too many fortunes made and lost, too many 
battles lost and won, too many civilizations started and ended, all for the one 
reason that too much life is lived. In the ideal world, this Bible would etch 
there would be short and much less active life, at least half spent in charming 
leisure and given to labor only when there was true occasion for such unnat- 
ural effort. Human achievement would be then reduced to an important min- 
imum, restrained and winnowed by a maximum of philosophic inertia, and 
mercifully stopped by early demise. , 

Shaw is fantastically old, and this one of his admirers fantastically young. 
On the verge of a grave,,Shaw finds that he has a lot te do and no time to do 
it in. On the verge of the thirties, I find nothing to do and a ‘lot of time to do 
it in,

The Censorship Problem: 
To Talk or Not to Talk?

disturbing prospect that somebody may establish a censorship for the 
American stage finds the showmen in a state of mind which seems to 
call for some degree of sympathy. Ordinarily these confident gentlemen 
of the drama know what they want and proceed by the shortest possible 
route to get it. They call.a conference or & messenger, and the deed is done. 
But fn this instance decision has given way to perplexity. They are troubled 
and uncertain, and their brows, ag the poet says, are 
furrowed with care. : 
Theirs, you see, is a dilemma of pectliar 
poignan-y. Knowing the power of publicity, their 
impulse is to indite many and impassioned state 
ments to the press, sounding the tocsin of alarm and 
incidentally getting their names in the papers. But 
this censorship business is a delicate matter. No 
one has done anything more than suggest such a 
,measure, and as to the suggesters no one is quite 
‘gure whether they mean it or not. Talk may avert 
the calamity, but there Is am equal chance that talk 
may bring it on. What, then, to do? Let a sleeping 

dog lie, or stir him up and fight? 
The showmen don't know. Some have kept 
studiously silent, hoping that the thing will blow 
@ over and be forgotten. Some have addressed them- 
selves to the business of seeking a way out, setting 
forth in detail what should and should not be done.

William A. Brady, the eminent debater, is opposed to any form of censor 
ship, but demands an immediate and voluntary housecleaning. “Things are 
going on in the theaters,” he says, “that are culpably criminal.

its list no less than eleven that are well known to 
American audiences, and a twelfth that is now being 
rehearsed for production in this country.

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Artists’ Colony 
Here. May Rival 


Greenwich Village 


: By Mme. X. 

T once simple and unsophisti- 
cated community of artists, writ- 
ers, and musicians in New York 
known as Greenwich Village has 

become such a famous place that it has 
lost much of its flavor and quaintness. 
It ig following in the footsteps of Mont- 
martre in Paris, that former refuge 
of poets and painters, birthplace of 
bohemianism. The minute such a set- 
thement becomes an objecg of curiosity, 
the Mecca for those seeking new sen- 
sations, it loses its virtue. It is like 
thé village maiden who comes to town 
to make her way. It develops a 
naughty little twinkle in its eye. 
There is little. that is nalve about 
Greenwich Village today. Its cafés 
and cheap eating houses are eagerly 
sought out by the sensation seekers 
from Gotham and other places. Its 
long haired men and short haired 
women walk about with a look-at-me 
air, which the knowing ones soon rec- 


ognize. 

But it started in a simple, unself- 
conscious way, and stood, in the midst 
of our modern Babylon, as a symbol of 

‘a life where money was a minor consid- 


eration, where art was the only thing — 


sworth living for. Young men and wom- 
en starved their bodies to serve their 
ideals. Poets, painters, sculptors, ex- 
changed ideas and offered incense to 
the muses, striving earnestly to show 
an often indifferent world how little 
material things mattered compared 
with the things of the spirit. . 


Society Sponsors the Village. 

‘A few of the socially powerful in 
New York began to take notice of these. 
idealists. Mrs..Harry Payne Whitney 
set up a studio in Macdougall alley, on 
the outskirts of Greenwich Village 
(technically speaking, the village lies 
‘gouth and west of Washington square). 
Robert (Bob) Chaniler threw in his 
lot with the villagers. Mrs. Benjamin 
Guiness became their social sponsor. 
People went to her chic little house in 
Washington square partly because 
they knew they would meet there 
some rara avis from that unknown 
artists’ colony across the square. 

For years Miss “ Bay” Emmett, as 
. she is best Known, one of our most. 
gifted portrait paintefs and member of 
the famous Emmett family of New 
York, has had her studio on the south 
- pide “af the square. She is now Mrs. 
Rand and mother of a numerous family 
of youngsters, though she continues to 
earn perfectly good money with her 
brush by painting portraits which will 
long endure as among the best work 
ever done by American artists. 

All this is a preamble to calling your 
attention to a Chicago edition of Green- 
wich Village, a community which is 
growing up not far from the gold coast 
(disgustirig name’), and which lies north 
of Austin avenue, east of State street, 
and south of Erie s*-eet, and extends 
toward the far outer drive. This set- 
tlement of folk who live by their 
brains, their. imagifiations, and their 
skill in expressing the inspiration and 
visions which come through both these 
sources, was started by one of Chi- 
cago’s famous old pioneers, the late 
Judge Lambert Tree, who built and 
dedicated to artists the Tree*® Studio 
building, which occupies the block in 
State street between Ontario and Ohio. 

| x 
First of Their® Kind. 

No one who is not an artist In paint- 
ing, sculpture, music, or literature is 
eligible as an occupant of this at- 
tractive hive of studio apartments. 
These were the first of their kind in 
Chicago, and ever since they were 
built have been completely filled with 
just the sort of people for whom they 
_ were designed. 

Among the original inhabitants were 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert Edward Palmer. 
The latter is the dean among Chicago 
women painters and is best known as 
Pauline Palmer. Her pictures have 
long held first place in art exhibits, 
and she herself is a leader in every- 
thing which makes for art here. 

In the same shrine of artists live 
Albin Polasek, J. Wellington Reyn- 
olds, and Edgar Cameron, and the 
architect Jarvis Hunt. Another archi- 
tect, A. N. Rebori, lives a little far- 
ther north. 

Frederic M, Grant makes his home 
in a new. studio building, that pictur- 
esque and most attractive shelter for 
artists om the southeast corner 
- North Michigan avenue and Ontario 
street. He has a large studio where, 
besides painting delightful and color- 
ful pictures, much sought after by the 
connoisseurs, he entertains a cheerful 
lot of people at studio teas or bridge 
parties. 

Miss Grate Ravenel, who has only 
comparatively recently returned from” 
the gorgeous and sun baked regions 
where North Africa touches the Med- 
iterranean, has set up her easel in a 
studio .apartment on the corner of 
Cass and East Ontario streets. She 
has brought back with her some glow- 
ing canvases presenting scenes in 
Tunis, Tripoli, and Algiers.

Others longing to this interest- 
ing colony. of artists are Anna Lynch, 
John and Anna Stacy, Miss Gilberson, 
and Gerald A. Frank. Besides these 
well known personalities in the local 
world of art there are a lot of lesser 
lights, eager, aspiring, and incipient 
Raphaels and Rosa Bortheurs, who 
have yet to make their mark.

Appealing to the Eye. 

Now, the American cuisine is emerg 
ing from the dreadful period of much 
frying, heavy meats, hot and soggy 
breads and pies, washed down with 
tea like lye, and coffee, black as night. 
There is a great attempt nowadays to 
present alluring dishes, ornamental 
combinations of mayonnaise and 
fruits, fluffy desserts topped by the 


ubiquitous and ruby hued Maraschino~ 


cherry, and other unsubstantial con. 
coctions which appeal to the eye of the 
uninitiated, but sometimes prove dis- 
appointing when tasted. 

The fact is, the American chef is 
on the wrong tack when he or she de- 
votes too much attention to the out- 
ward appearance of a creation and 
neglects the real gist of the matter. 
Too much of our restaurant food is 
make believe. This is especially true 
of the small eating places. 

In this direction we have rather for- 
gotten old standards. There was a 
day when there were certain places in 
Chicago which would have compared 
favorably with similar establishments 
in older, more’ sophisticated cities. 
There was, for instance, the old Riche- 
lieu, whose reputation endures to this 
day, though it’s many a moon since 
the bon viveurs and gourmets of the 
town foregathered there for Mr.. Be- 
mis’ specialties. Then there was Billy 
Boyle’s chop house and those delicious 
little repasts which that great author- 
ity on old wines and fine cigars, Mr. 
Schimpferman, used to get up in the 
back of his place in East Monroe 
street. And there was Abson's chop- 
house, of thoroughly English atmos-. 
phere, and a little later St. Hubert's inn 
gained a certain vogue for its English 
grill and ale. 

‘A Frenchman Who Can Cook. 

_ But these once famous resorts of 
the high livers havo disappeared as 
the generation which patronized them 


have done. Even before the present | 


drought they vanished, though this 
existing state of things makes any re- 


impossibility. 

We Americans are on the road to 
good cooking. In many private homes 
delectable and varied food is to be 
found cooked with great art. But the 
traveler who ventures far away from 
great and worldly-wise cities meets 
poor fare. Even in large towns it is 
dificylt to find, outside of a few 
famous hotels, especially good food. 

That the eating public is ahead of 
those who are catering to it is niade 
manifest in the case of a dinner place 
which I know in Chicago (no, I’m not 
g0ing to tell you where it is), which

The best 
that can be dene is to converge most 
of the light into a principal disc, sur- 
rounded by a number of spurious dis- 
fraction rings.

On cold, sharp nights it is 
frequently . impossible to use large 
glasses at ali, so poor is the “ seeing,” 
as astronomers term twinkle making 
air. At such times the star image 
resembles nothing so much as a seeth- 
ing, boiling mass of wool, if you can 
imagine what that would look like. The 
brighter the object the worse the image 
blurs. 

Twinkling is due inequalities in 
the density of the air. The entcring 
beams are bent and twisted this way 
and that, exactly like objects appear 
to dance above a hot fire.

STONE AGE PROBLEMS. 
LMOST all of the caves of Eu- 
rope give evidences that men 
once lived in them. Ashes and 
unburned black charcoal are 
heaped amid the rubble of the fall- 
ing stones. Signs of occupation are 
not confined te the caverns’ mouths 
alone. They extend deep into the 
black recesses. Handiwork, lost by 
savage men, is discovered by the 
acetylene lamp lying as its owner 
dropped it centuries or scores of cen- 
turies ago. Nor were men the only 
dwellers in these caves. Wild beasts 
lurked in their darkness, cave bears, 
lions, and most particularly cave hy- 
enas sought them out. 
In the old stone age the interesting 
caverns of the British isles were not 
so interesting from a human viewpoint. 
From each one rose a stench of beasts. 
Gnawed bones, carcasses of the kill, 
including human corpses, were strewn 
about the entrances. “Explorers, after 
centuries, still find pathways where 
the stones-.were polished by hyenas’ 
feet. Within the caves they see piles 
of offal, more bones, and more remains, 
a hideous reminder of days.gone by, 
Yet man desired to live in such abodes!

ITY-SEVEN motor vehicles 
are attempting today to use each 
single mile of paved road so far 
constructed in the United States. 
Highway traffic, developed in the last 
two years to a point where it has be- 
come the chief means of agricultural 
transport in the middle west, came to 
an abrupt halt in practically every 
state west of the Illinois line and 
throughout a score of Illinois counties 
because of impassable mud roads. Esti- 
mates set the cost of delay in commer- 
cial movements due to the thaw and 
subsequent rough dirt roads at several 
million dollars. 

This is the situation faced by nation- 
al and state good roads officials, whoon 
March 1 launched 
the annual spring 
drive for highway 
improvement in 
every state of the 
union by the 

practical expendi- 
ture this year of 
the $1,000,000 
which authorities 
estimate already 
has been author- 
ized for highway 
improvement in 
1922. The nation- 
al campaign to 
“wipe out the 
transporta tion 
deficit resulting 
from huge motor 
vehicle registration and slow road im- 
provement” is commanded by Thomas 
H. MacDonald, chief of the United 
States bureau of public roads, who de 
clares that only through systematic 
highway building and the cutting down 
of transportation costa can farmers 
of the country bring about normal 
agricultural conditions,

The government bureau, in foster- 
ing the codperative state road building 
movement, estimates that some 25,000 
miles of hard surfacing were added to 
the United States total] last year and 
that 30 per cent of the 15,834 miles of 
federal aid projects under way last 
year must be completed early this 
spring in order to make way for new 
programs. The bureau has found that 
millions of dollars are being wasted 
each year in the continuous mainte- 
nance of unsubstantial road surfacing 
while the gap between national cap- 
ital invested in automobiles and that 
invested in highway trackage is widen- 
ing alarmingly. In 1914 there were 
but seven ve es registered to each 
mile of paved road. Today there are 
twenty-seven.

posed routes. Wisner G. Scott of the 
National Highways association is here, 
enlisting the support of southland 
chambers of commerce in this stupen- 
dous movement. The plan promuigat- 
ed by Mr. Scott is known as the Raker 
bill, which was introduced by Con- 
-gressman Raker and referred to the 
house committee on military affairs. It 
is now under official investigation, and 
it already has unqualified sufport of 


national aeronautical officials. 

The proposition has already been in- 
dorsed by more than fifty chambers of 
commerce in California, Oregon, and 
Washington, according to reports from 
the ‘Inyo Good ds club. The Na- 
tional Park to Park Highway associa- 
tion is also said to be strongly in favor 
of it. 

According to the Raker bill, such a 
plan would establish in California, Ore- 
gon, and Washington a system of mo- 
tor truck highways to meet the trans- 
portation requirements of heavy com- 
merce in time of peace and bear heavy 
ordnari@e in time of war, at the same 
time serving as post roads in case of 
railroad tieups. 

There are already three great state 
highways, reaching from Canada to 
the Mexican border. One of these par- 
allels the coast line, Another runs 


- through the center of this state. The 


other winds in and out along the Sierra 
Nevadas. They are known as El Ca- 

Real, the Valley highway and 
the Sierra highway. 

It Will be remembered that during 
the world war the opposing forces 
could only, use their heaviest ordnance 
by mounyfng it on railroad carga and 
maneuvefing it to a point as close as 
possible to the enemy by shunting it 
over railroads. At times the best pieces 
could not be used to advantage because 
the railroads were either broken down 
or too far distant fromm the scene of 
action. 

Today considerable is being said 
about the overloading of motor trucks 
which travel over the state highways 
in intercity service. Few, if any, of 
these trucks carry more than ten tons 
to a load unless they are pulling trail- 
ers. The point naturally arises, Mr. 
Scott says, as to what would happen 
to the state highways if the war de- 
partment. should find it necessary to 
place upon them pieces of ordnance 
weighing as much as sixty-five tons. 


~- 
The Raker bill pofifits out that three 
great highways have already been pro- 
vided by the Pacific coast states and 
counties and that these could readily 
be converted into great units of a na- 
tional defense system by merely in- 
creasing their thickness to the extent 
that they would support three times 
as much weight as they are now capa- 
ble of carrying. 
There are now many laterals leading 


} to the right and left from each of the 


three highways in this state, most of 
them acting as a connection between 
two of the main highways. These lat- 
erals, according to the Raker Dill, 
would also be reinforced so that heavy 
ordnance might be quickly moved from 
the first line of defense to the second 
or even to the third without necessi- 
tating long detours. 

Such a defensive system, Mr. Scott 
thinks, would make the Pacific coast 
impregnable and would render ines- 
timable service to the entire country 
in case of attack by an enemy. The 
Raker plan suggests that inasmuch as 
the states have already built the three 
great highways in this state the fed- 
eral government should reinforce them 
as a national defensive measure.

English Ship Records

HERE has been much confusion 
in aeronautical circles of America 

| in regard to the various speed 
records and the performances of 

various racing ships’ Some say the 
record is held by the French. Others 
contend that the British hold the rec- 
ord, while it is generally accepted by 
Americans that the fastest airplane has 
been built and flown in the United 
& .tes. 

It is a difficult task to decide which 
is the most fleet of the sky travelers. 
Unofficial records are always faster 
than the official, and despite the fact 
that they are unofficial must be given 
some attention. 

There is no denial of the fact that 
the furtest unofficial time ever made by 
an airplane was flown by the Thomas 
Morse racing monoplane 
H. E. Hartney at the joy stick. There 
can be no denial. Hartney, sitting in 


i the cockpit of the ship on its terrific 


down wind trip, was the only witness 
who cafi testify. He saw the instru- 
ment in the cockpit that registered the 
sensational mark of 233 miles an hour. 
Hartney, whose veracity has never 
been questioned, has (unofficially) fown 
faster than any man alive. 

Official records cut the time. 

The fastest official performance of an 

airplane seems to go to England. The 
British have recorded the flight of 
Herbert James in a Mars I. (Bamel) air- 
plane’ with a Napier Lion engine at 
the speed of 212 miles an hour and in 
four turns an average speed of 196.6 
miles an hour. The former record for 
the straight course flying was held by 
Sadi Lecointe, who reached the mark 
of 206 miles an hour. 
Straight course flying and close 
course flying are two entirely different 
matters. The Frenchman took his ship 
to great altitudes and dove. The time 
was taken on the dive between two 
sticks. American flyers, among them 
R. W. Schroeder, who have witnessed 
the French tests, pronounce them in- 
accurate.

G. A. X. Triplane 
Assigned to 90th 


HE G, A. X. large armored attack 
triplane has been assigned to the 
_ §0th squadron at Kelly field. This 
ship, a design of the engineering 
division at McCook field and built by 
the Boeing Airplane_company of Se- 
attle, Wash., is the first of several of 
these planes to be delivered for the use 
of the attack group. It is especially de- 
signed and constructed for the attack- 
ing of ground troops. In addition to 
being armed with machine guns, it 
carries’ a small cannon.

All vital parts 
are similarly protected with armor. 
The weight*of the ship empty (includ- 
ing water) is 7,532 pounds, and with 
crew, armament, and gas and oil, 9,750 
pounds.

Plenty of evidence is to be found to 
show that farmers are realizing the 
necessity of absolute codperation with 
the city man. There were many direct 
appeals by farmers asking consumers 
to take an interest in agriculture as 
a means of helping themselves. This, 
quoted from an Indiana farmer’s let- 
ter, is typical of such appeals: 

“It is time for the consumers of 
America to wake up and inquire why a 
short crop is worth more than a large 
one, even when the supply is eagerly 
wanted abroad. It is time for them to 
investigate with open and candid minds 
the absurdity of the situation, when 
a bumper crop can be produced at 
such tremendous loss as to imperil the 
economic life of the nation.”’ 


Cause of Depression. 


The growing tendency of producers 
and consumers to codperate more close- 
ly in their economic affairs is probably 
not due to the fact that they are be 
coming more friendly. The idea is due 
to sound business reasons. There is in 
most of the letters received a sentence, 
a@ paragraph, or whole pages giving the 
farmers’ opinion about cvoiperative 
marketing. Their ideas are typical of 
thousands of farmers in all parts of 
the United States, who are no longer 
merely growing crops, but are keeping 


step with the big army of producers 


who are going to watch their crops 
from the field to the table. Farmers 
no longer regard marketing a mys- 


- terious thing that they cannot hope to 


understand. A study of ways and 
means of marketing their own products 
is bringing them in closer touch with 


_ affairs of consumers, and it is helping 


to-close the chasm. 

Perhaps some of the letters reflected 
depression; that was to be expected 
when farmers were presenting the 
gloomy side of the case. Judging from 
the correspondence the farmers had 
more to protest about at the time they 
wrote them than at any other time 
since the beginning of farming in 
America. Recently, however, many of 
the causes for dejection have disap- 
peared. The general tone of live stock. 
and grain markets has improved; hogs, 
sheep, wheat, oats, and cotton are up; 
credit has been greatly relieved; retail 
prices are coming down; implement 
prices have been reduced; the govern- 
ment has approved cotperative market- 
ing, and many other things have hap- 


pened during the last few weeks to en> 


courage the farmer. 
Forget Operating Costs. 

No single section of the middle west 
seems to have escaped the evils of 
the dull period. Letters came from 
all parts of the central west states, 
including Illinois, Indiana, Missouri, 
lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, Michi- 
gan, and from Utah and South Da- 
kota in the west and northwest. They 
all say retail prices for the things 
they have had to buy this winter are 
out of balance with the prices they 
are paid for their live stock, and, while 
that condition has improved some 
what during the last few weeks, there 
is still a vast difference between re- 
tafl prices and those of farm products. 
One of the biz-burdens on farmers. 


in this way: “ When we read the mar- 
ket quotations to this effect-—— Cattle 
Lowest in Ten Years,’ and stop to con- 
sider that the land and equipment 
with which beef is produced are now 
taxed many times what they were ten 
years ago, we must realize that the 
condition is serious. If the value of 
products from an acre of ground is 
not enough to pay the taxes and other 
costs of an acre, the , ements must 
cease.” 

Conditions have changed but little 
since the letter was written, so far 
as feeding cattle is concerned. There 
has not been much encouragement 
from cattle markets; while hogs and 
sheep prices went up, cattle prices 
changed only slightly. Farmers say 
they can make a little money on cattle 
as the market is now, yet they con- 
sider the prices greatly out of line 
with those of hogs and sheep. 


All They Want Is Justice. 


Farmers expect to share their part 
of the losses., They know prices for 
their products had to come down, but 
they ask for fairness, and are wonder- 
ing why freight rates do not come 
down, why prices cannot be leveled— 
either by raising prices of their prod- 
ucts or by lowering prices of the 
things they buy. “ Why are there so 
many hands between the field and 
table; why are interest and taxes so 
wiigh?” they ask. 

All of these perplexing problems 
have been hanging heavily over the 
farmer. Most of them have hung over 
his head before, but he has been help- 
less in removing them. Today, with 
the codéperative idea rapidly growing, 
he has a strong belief that the funda- 
mental ills of agriculture can be solved 
if he and his neighbors organize. Both 
the producer and the consumer have 
grievances and they may solve them 
best together. Just how far away 
profitable codperation is between the 
producer and consumer nobody ven- 
tures to say, but the farmer is hope- 
ful“and is ready to be neighborly with 
the ultimate consumer of his products. 


Raising Soldiers’ Bonus 

Farmers object to paying the soldier 
bonus by any form of sales or con- 
sumption tax, and urge that the money 
be raised through excess profit tax. 
Organized agriculture announces, 
through the American Farm Bureau 
federation, the strongest agricultural 
organization in this country, that farm- 
ers are opposed to taxing parcel post, 
gasoline,’ automobiles, tobacco, -etc., 
to pay the soldier bonus, and would 
substitute a tax upon the excess profit 
of manufacturérs. H. C. McKenzie, 
director of the taxation research de- 
partment of the federal farm bureau, 
says that of the $332,000,000 which 
the house ways and means committee 
proposes to raise by salg tax $200,000,- 
000 would fall directly on the people 
through increase in parcel post rates, 
tax on gasoline, automobiles, and in- 
creased stamp tax, Part of the bal- 
ance, he says——$22,000,000—would be 
raised from a tax on undivided profits 
of corporations and $60,000,000 would 


accrue from increased taxes on theater 
admissions.

WO months ago the Producers’ 
Live Stock Commission associa- 
tion, the farmers’ codperative 
terminal marketing agency at 

the National stockyards, East St. 
Louis, was started, and is now ranking 
first. It has grown so rapidly that 
today it is being pointed to as the index 
far future activities of cotperative live 
stock marketing and is setting the pace 
‘for other similar organizations that 
‘will be established at many of the prin- 
‘cipal live stock markets. 

| For several years farmers have been 
attending meetings and listening to co- 
operative marketing plans and theo- 
ries about how they could save money 
‘by operating their own commission 
houses at the terminal! live stock mar- 
‘kets. All of this has been crowded 
into the background and live stock 
leaders are pointing to the new farmer- 
owned commission concern as an excel- 
lent example of what is being done and 
what can be done by other live stock 
producers, 


Report Shows Progress. 


| “The best way to judge of what the 


Producers’ Live Stock Commission as- 
sociation is doing is to scan the records 
of business since the opening Jan, 2.” 
remarked F. M. Simpson, head of the 
live stock marketing department of the 


Illinois Agricultural association. He

Prof. L. H. Fairchild of | o¢ the new firm. Here are the records, 


the number of cars handled and posi- 
tion among fifty firms, showing how 
the association jumped since it started: 

First week, 44 cars, twelfth place;

third week, 72 cars, fifth place; fourth 
week, 57 cars, sixth place; fifth, 92 cars, 
third place; sixth week, 74 cars, second 
place; seventh week, 89 cars, first 
place, and eighth week, 86 cars, first 
place. 

Farmers Share in Profits. 


While the firm charges the regular 
commission rate, the profits are pro- 
rated back to the farmers at the end 
of the fiscal year on the basis of the 


amount of business done. The mem- 
bership fees are regarded as a loan to 
the producer-owned commission firm, 
according to a recent announcement, 
and are to be returned as soon as suffi- 
cient surplus and reserve have accumu- 
lated to justify such action. This deci- 
sion is in line with the policy of con- 
ducting all business on a strictly cost 
basis with the live stock producers 
who are members of the new codpera- 
tive association. 


Although the codperative firm at 
East St. Louis has hardly started its 
program of business, it has one of the 
largest offices at the exchange build- 
ing, with twenty-two employés expe- 
rienced in stockyards commission 
work. 


To Start Two More. 


The codperative marketing of live 
stock is going ahead much more rap- 
idly than was éxpected, farmer Jeaders 
say. The National Live Stock Pro- 
ducers’ association, as the national or- 
ganization growing out of the com- 
mittee of fifteen plan is called, has 
laid plans to start two more commis- 
sion firms by April 1 at Chicago and 
Buffalo. Within two months another 
will be In operation at the stockyards 
at Indianapolis. 


All of the work that made.- such 
rapid advancement possible has been 
done in a comparatively short time, 
for it was only a little more than a 
year ago-that the first definite steps 
were taken; late in 1920 the American 
Farm Bureau federation selected the 
original committee. Then came the 
committee of fifteen, which did not 
begin its work until in February of 
last year.. Farm bureaus in Illinois, 
Missouri, Iowa, and Kentucky aided 
with money and brains'to make the 
start possible. 


Believe Worst Is Over. 


The codperatve firm at East St. 
Louis has given the leaders of this 
movement a chance to see the actual! 
working of the machine they have 
built so carefully. It draws the bulk 
of its business from codperative live 
stock shipping associations of Illinois. 
Iowa, and Missouri, and a good share 
of live stock shipments from Tennes- 
see, Arkansas, and Kentucky.

Pure Bred Poultry 
to Be Certified 


Farmers are finding the little side) 
lines on the farm are the things that 
count in building up their bank ac- | 
counts, and they are giving more at- 
tention to the upbuilding of their | 
flocks.

certify standard pure bred flocks in 
the same way that seed is certified in 
the different states.
